The present 1915 pumper is 
just worn out and must be re- 
placed as quickly as possible, 


As there are no. funds, the! 


council asked for provincial 
government help. On the Sat- 
urday morning previous to 
this meeting, Mr. W. A, Orr, 
deputy minister of municipal 
affairs, interviewed council 
members, and suggested that 
they accept an offer of $8,000 
for 33 acres of land near the 
golf course, put it into a re- 
serve fund, try to borrow the 
remainder of the money from 
the bank on current account, 
and’ buy the pumper. The 
money could be repaid to the 
reserve fund in five years, and 
can be borrowed from the 
fund in future for other works. 


Mr, Lawrence Pajot has of- 
fered to purchase this land to 
be used as farm land, and Dr. 
A. Jung has also submitted his 
offer to purchase this land for 
the development of a housing 
project. The council has called 
a special meeting for Friday 
night, July 31st, to discuss 
these two offers, and will ad- 
vise both parties of their de- 
cision, 

Quotations for a new pum- 
per were presented to the 
council. When a price settle- 
ment and quick delivery date 
is reached, the council will 
purchase the new pumper.

Sealed tenders have been 
received for the installation of 
an oil-burner for the townhall.
